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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 24 - 34, 40 and 42, renumbered as 1 - 1 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fails to anticipate or fairly suggest, employing a photographing element for 
sequentially transferring and reading out the charge stored on each light receiving pixel, 
a light-image of a subject is focused on the light- receiving zone of said photographing 
element, and the assembled light image is photoelectrical^ converted at and stored as 
a signal charge on each light-receiving pixel within the light-receiving zone, and the 
stored signal charge is converted to an image signal and read out, wherein the light- 
image is focused on a readout zone formed from less than the total number of pixels 
within the light-receiving zone, and the readout signal charge transferred to and stored 
on the light-receiving pixels contained in the light-receiving zone is read out as the 
image signal and the residual signal charge transferred to and stored on the light- 
receiving pixels in the non-readout zone outside the readout zone is read out as empty, 
as claimed. 

Claims 25, 29, 31, 33, 34, 40 and 42, renumbered as claims 2, 6, 8 and 10 - 13 
are allowed with respect to allowable independent claims 24, 26 - 28, 30 and 32, 
renumbered as claims 1,3-5,7 and 9.
